, Springfield — Secretary of 
State Paul Powell has an- 
nounced the issuance of a 
revised Rules of the Road 
■booktet incorporating the 
many changes in the laws 
governing the operation of 
motor vehicles enacted by 
the 1967 session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The general format of the 
booklet remains the same as 
the 1967 issue, which, was. a 
completely new approach in 
terms of size, art work, or- 
ganization and presentation, 
Mr. Powell said. 

New ■highway signs are il- 
lustrated and explained, the 
motorcycle chapter has been 
extended-and new safety-ma- 
terial added, and new art 
work- has been added in some 
places. 

The Illinois Rules of the 
Road is unique among state 
driver manuals in several re- 
speects; Secretary . Powell 
said. These include a full 
chapter concerning the mo- 
tor vehicle, giving necessary 
■information'' concerning li- 
cense plates, titles, required 
equipment and reciprocity; 
a chapter on the. medical as- 
pects of driving; a separate, 
• well illustrated chapter on 
motorcycles, covering_regis- 
tration, licenses, equipment 
and operating"laws, and saf- 
ety rules; a, separate chap- 
ter „on expressway driving, 
and; illustration of highway 
signs and signals, in the ex- 
act colors and letterng as 
they^, appear on streets and 
roads.t-.

Earlier, provisions were 
available ; unde r which mail- 
ers of second-class matter 
(publications) and third-class 
material (largely advertising) 
could obtain forwarding ad-

Under . the new ' uniform 
regulations, in order to ob- 
tain a forwarding address, a 
mailer must endorse the en- 
velope or cover "Address 
Correction Requested." 

The' destination. ]iost office 
then will determine whether 
a forwarding address has 1 
been left on file by the ad- 
dressee, and provide it to the 
.sender upon payment of tt.e 
fee.

More than 50 million Am- 
ericans now. living will even- 
tually develop cancer— if the 
present rates continue, the 
Society booklet reports. • 

The figure of over 50 mil- 
lion Americans means that 
one In every four persons 
will_get-Cancer and Jt wjU 
strike approximately two of 
three families. 

The death rate of stomach 
cancer continues to decline— 
the estimate for 1968 is 17,- 
000 deaths as against 18,000 
in i967; "1968 Cancer Facts 
and Figures" notes that there 
has been a 40 percent decline 
in mortality from stomach 
cancer in the past 20 years, 
for reasons yet unknown, , 

"There are now 1,400,000 
Americans, alive today who 
haave been cured of cancer," 
according to the ACS publica- 
tion. By "cured", the Soci- 
ety means that they are 
without evidence of the dis- 
ease at least five years after 
diagnosis and treatment. Ac- 
tually, the Society notes that 
there are more than 2,000,- 
000 Americans cured of can- 
cer, because 700,000 ex-can- 
cer patients will not formally 
be counted as cured until 
they have completed the five 
years. 

About 200,000 Americans 
will be saved from cancer in 
1968, the publication reports. 
It also notes that If present 
patients will die in 1968 who 
could be save "by earlier 'and 
better treatment." "1968~Can- 
cer Facts and Figures" -also 
shows that in 1968 about 
015,000 Americans will be 
under; medical care for can 
cer; there will be about 600, 



-000 new cancer cases (diag- 
nosed for ther first time) iri 
1968 Dr. Zannlnl said. 

He continued: "In 1968 ari 
estimated 4,500 children un- 
der the age of 15 .will die 1 of 
cancer, about half' of them 
of leukemia, which Is cancer 
of the blood-forming tissue 
and bone marrow." The Sop- 
clety's Annual Meeting was 

Iriformed^-that-on— Seiptr-ii 
1987 there were 01 ACS 
grants for More than $2 mil- 
lion that were directly or in- 
directly related to leukemia. 
Many cancer experts be 
lleve that if drugs or vac- 
cines can be found which will 
cure or prevent cancer, they 
will be-successful first for 
leukemia add 'the. lymph- 
omas. . 

Newly developed drugs 
arid combinations of drugs 
have arrested leukemia for 
longer periods, of time than 
ever before. But there is no 
preventive or cure as yet, 
the Society reported. * . 

According to the Society 
publication, cancer of the 
colon and rectum will strike 
about 73,6 Americans !in 
1968, more than any other 
type, of- cancer except skin, 
and It occurs about equally 
In men and women. 

Some" 46,000 die of it an- 
nually, although almost three 
out of four patients might be 
saved by early diagnosis and 
proper treatment. * 

Approximately 1,000 more 
deaths from cancer of the 
breast are estimated in I960 
than occurred in 1967. The 
1968 estimate is for 65,000 
new cases arid 28,000 deaths. 
Cancer of the breast remains 
the leading cancer death in 
women.
